PARKLAND, Fla. — A 
former student opened fire 
with a semiautomatic rifle 
at a Florida high school 
Wednesday, killing at least 
17 people and sending 
scores of students flee- 
ing into the streets in the 
nation’s deadliest school 
shooting since a gunman 
attacked an elementary 
school in Newtown, 
Connecticut. 

The 19-year-old 
shooter, identified as 
Nikolas Cruz, was armed 
with an AR-15 rifle and 
equipped with a gas mask 
and smoke grenades. He 
set off a fire alarm to draw

Douglas High School, 
one of the state’s largest 
schools, before begin- 
ning his shooting rampage 
outside the school shortly 
before dismissal time 
around 2:40 p.m.
